Woodsville, N. H. 
March 10, 1954 


The Grafton County Delegation met at the Chapel 
at the County Farm, at 2:30 o’clock, on March 10, 1954. 

The meeting was called to order by Chairman Mc- 
Meekin. 

The roll call was called and the following members 
were present:

County Commissioners Bell and Clement were pres- 
ent. Also present were Anna Proctor, Register of Pro- 
bate; Fred Shores, Register of Deeds; Richard Ruther- 
ford, County Extension Agent. 

The purpose of the meeting was to consider proposed 
changes to County buildings, especially to enlarge the 
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court house building in Woodsville, to provide addition- 
al space for offices of Register of Deeds and Register 
of Probate. Also, to consider office space for the Farm 
Bureau. 

Fred Shores, Register of Deeds, told the committee 
that he needed more room in the vault and more office 
space. He recommended three times more vault space 
and two times more office space. He stated he used a 
dozen books in the vault a year and he has only space 
left for around two dozen books. 

Anna Proctor, Register of Probate, appeared and told 
the committee that she was in need of more space in her 
vault and office. She stated she had no more space for 
books and the space she now had would last for the rest 
of the year. She recommended that we consider more 
space for the size of vault, a small room for a probate 
room needed for the Judge and Register of Probate, 
also a restroom for the ladies. 

Richard Rutherford, County Extension Agent, ap- 
peared and told the committee that due to the recent 
fire in Woodsville which destroyed the office of the 
County Extension Agent, they were in need of office 
space. He felt that if alterations were being made in the 
Court House at Woodsville it was well to consider space 
for the County Extension Agent, due to the fact that 
the county paid for the office rent. If it was considered, 
he suggested that he would need around 1000 sq. ft. of 
space. 

The County Commissioners contacted Mr. Hudson of 
Hanover who appeared before the delegation and told 
them of proposed changes that could be made and still 
have more space to suit the needs of Register of Deeds, 
Register of Probate, Clerk of Court and County Exten- 
sion Offices. 


Executive Session: 
3:55 o’clock 
Longchamps moved that a building committee to 
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consist of six members be appointed by the Chairman 
to work with the County Commissioners and report 
back their findings. 

Mr. Fox of Lisbon, amended the motion that the 
Chairman appoint the members of the last building 
committee to be members of the new building commit- 
tee. Discussion ensued and the amendment was with- 
drawn by Mr. Fox. 


Mr. Jones of Lebanon amended the motion that the 
building committee consist of four members. Amend- 
ment adopted. 


Motion made and seconded, that a building commit- 
tee of four members be appointed by the Chairman 
to work with the County Commissioners and report 
back their findings. Motion carried. 


The Chairman appointed the following members to 
the Building Committee: 

Chairman, Charles Griffin of Lincoln; Eda Martin of 
Littleton; Forrest Cole of Lebanon; Arthur Snell of 
Landaff. 

On motion of Mr. Fox, seconded by Mr. Gilbert, it 
was voted that the Chairman call a Special Delegation 
meeting when the Chairman of the Building Commit- 
tee is ready to give its report. 

On motion of Mr. Whittier, seconded by Mr. Barney, 
it was voted that the Building Committee be reimbursed 
for expenses in connection with their work. 

Chairman McMeekin read a letter from Chief Justice 
Stephen Wheeler in regards to the condition of the 
Piymouth Court House. 

On motion of Mr. Bell, seconded by Mr. Gilbert, it 
was voted that the Building Committee look into the 
advisability in any changes in the Plymouth Court 
House. 

Motion made and seconded and so voted that the 
Clerk write a letter to Chief Justice Wheeler of the 
action taken at this meeting. 
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On motion of Mr. Willey, seconded by Mr. Pollard, it 
was so voted that the Clerk write the resolutions on the 
death of Rex Plumer of Alexandria and transmit a copy 
of the resolutions to the family of the deceased. 

On motion of Mr. Fox, seconded by Mr. Gilbert, it was 
voted to adjourn to the call of the chair. 

Meeting adjourned at 4:30 o’clock.

County Commissioner Robert Jones was present. 

Chairman McMeekin called on Griffin of Lincoln, 
Chairman of the Building Committee, for a report of 
their findings. Mr. Griffin apologized for not getting a 
written report to the delegates before the meeting. 
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The first subject of discussion was the PLYMOUTH 
COURT HOUSE. The building committee recommended 
the following repairs or alterations: 

1. Renovation of a room downstairs for police to 
cost about $800.00. 

2. Present toilet redecorated and to be used for wo- 
men. 

3. Present cell room (upstairs) made into a toilet 
for men, the cells moved out, room painted etc. at a cost 
of about $1,200.00. 

There were many other repairs and alterations 
needed, but it was deemed advisable to wait awhile. 

Willey of Campton suggested the residents of Plym- 
outh pay for having the police room renovated.— 
Discussion. 


Woodsville Court House: 

The building committee looked the building over and 
found conditions as follows: 

1. Clerk of Courts office—Vault and furniture is sat- 
isfactory ; appears to not need anything done to it. 

2. Register of Deeds—Vault space limited. Cannot 
take care of needs for books, shelves etc. more than 5 
years. Office space crowded—employs seven girls. Photo 
equipment costing thousands of dollars without proper 
space to use it. Separate toilet facilities needed for men 
and women. 

3. Commissioner’s offices are satisfactory. 

4. Probate Office—Vault space limited to not more 
than 5 years. Office space needed for Probate Judge. 
Waiting room needed. No space available for lawyers 
to sit down with their clients and go over the probate 
work. 

5. Court room—Appeared to the committee to be too 
large—costly to heat—high ceiling—poor floor. 

6. Space needed for Extension Service. When Court 
is held they will have to move out. 

7. Front and Structure is outdated. Back door has 
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no stoop, danger from falling ice. Parking area not 
sufficient. Roof is not safe; in one place it has sagged 
six to eight inches. 

This is the report of the building as found by your 
committee, and here are the four plans presented for 
your approval: 


Plan No. 1. 

Leave the building as it is, spending only to maintain 
and make a few minor repairs. Have the Extension 
Service rent quarters elsewhere (the only place avail- 
able in town at present is quarters in the I. O. O. F. 
building at a rental of $1,800.00 a year including heat) ; 
make an air conditioned room in the cellar for the oldest 
records. 


Plan No. 2. 


Make a smaller Court room to provide space for 
County Extension Service; 

Move Clerk’s office upstairs; 

Move County Commissioners’ office into present 
Clerk’s office; 

Give Register of Deeds, Clerk’s vault; 

Give Register of Probate new vault where Commis- 
sioners’ office is; 

Make toilet facilities for both men and women. 

This would cost approximately $25,000.00. 


Plan No. 3 

Make a one-story addition on the rear of the building ; 
Purchase land in rear for parking lot—price quoted 
$16,000.00; 

Clerk of Court remain same as is; 

Probate Court to have Commissioners’ office for vault ; 

Register of Deeds to have vault in present office space 
and then have office in new building; 

Commissioner’s office to be in new building; 

Second floor to provide space for County Extension, 
by decreasing size of Court room. 
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The price given for the above alterations and pur- 
chase of parking space to be about $71,000.00. 


Plan No. 4. 


New building to cost approximately $390,000.00. 
Some of the members felt the building was larger than 
needed. Fox of Lisbon inquired if the price included 
location. It does not. Atkins of Hanover suggested an 
elevator. Snell of Landaff inquired what the sale price 
would be on the Woodsville and Plymouth court houses. 
The prices were quoted, at Woodsville $35,000.00; 
Plymouth from $12,000.00 to $30,000.00. 


Discussion ensued as to the location being outside of 
any village for parking facilities. Chairman McMeekin 
advised of transportation disadvantages for the em- 
ployees; Whittier of Bethlehem asked for a show of 
hands on each proposal, and the result was as follows: 
No. 1—None; No. 2—None; No. 8—1; No. 4—5. 


Mr. Ashley of Lebanon stated he felt they must be 
afraid to vote so he called for a secret ballot. Before 
taking the ballot, Chairman McMeekin asked Vice 
Chairman Atkins to take the chair and he stepped down 
and spoke on the question of the need of a new court 
house to provide extra space for Register of Probate, 
Register of Deeds, and the Extension Service. 


Discussion ensued as to letting the Public know about 
our proposal of a new court house. Building Committee 
Chairman Griffin advised he would write an article for 
the local papers, and that in his opinion perhaps it 
might be well to have a Public Meeting in the larger 
towns in the County. 


Commissioner Jones spoke on the Plymouth Court 
house. The Judges’ Chamber must be enlarged—by an 
addition on the back—the ceiling should be lowered; 
new furniture is needed. His opinion was that both 
Woodsville and Plymouth should be sold and a new 
court house built. 
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The secret ballot disclosed: No. 1—6; No. 2—2; No. 
3—2; No. 4—18. 

Perley of Lebanon moved and it was seconded by 
Gardner of Littleton that the present building commit- 
tee continue to serve with the County Commissioners, 
and find a suitable location and report back within six 
weeks at the call of the chair. This was an affirmative 
vote. 

Griffin of Lincoln moved that the Committee be in- 
structed to bring in refinements or plans and estimates 
as well as specifications pertaining to the building 
referred to in Proposal Four as submitted by the Com- 
mittee. Seconded by Fuller of Hanover. 

Barney of Rumney moved a letter of appreciation be 
sent to the Building committee. 

Moved to adjourn to the call of the chair.

Jones of Lebanon offered a resolution, seconded by 
Longchamps of Littleton; Resolved, that the location of 
any new Grafton County Courthouse, shall be deter- 
mined by a majority vote of the entire County Con- 
vention, and further that any motion made in reference 
to any action to be taken on the whole subject matter 
shall require a majority vote of the entire County Con- 
vention. It was a unanimous vote. 


Griffin of Lincoln, Chairman of the Building Commit- 
tee reported for the Committee. The Committee report 
was the motion made and seconded, and passed, without 
a dissenting vote, that it is the sense of the Committee 
that a new court house be built in the Town of Orford. 


Mr. Griffin stated that 15 sites had been recommended 
to the committee in various parts of the county, includ- 
ing Plymouth, Woodsville, Lebanon, Woodstock and 
Orford, and it was the recommendation of the commit- 
tee, as a compromise, that the new courthouse be built 
in Orford. He stated that the new building for county 
offices could be built for approximately $380,000. He 
also stated that the cost would be less if the air con- 
ditioning and elevator were left out. 


He read outline specifications submitted by the 
architect, Hudson & Ingram.

Eda Martin of Littleton, member of the Building 
Committee, spoke against the committee report. She 
felt that the people of the county would rather repair 
Plymouth, make repairs and addition to Woodsville. 
Taxes are too high now and there was no need to in- 
crease or add new taxes. She felt that Plymouth, Woods- 
ville and Lebanon would not want to give up their terms 
of Court. She suggested that the cost of the new build- 
ing did not include grading, sewerage and equipment, 
and these items added would make the cost $500,000. 
She stated we could not build a new court house until 
the General Court abolished the terms of court. 


Chamberlin of Bath, moved, seconded by Frazer of 
Monroe, that the delegation vote to make the necessary 
alterations and additions to the present Court House 
at Woodsville and to make such arrangements as are 
necessary for additional land and buildings, and for the 
payment of the same. 


Mr. Chamberlin felt that the repairs and additions 
to the Woodsville Courthouse were more practical than 
building a new courthouse and the cost would be much 
lower. 


McMeekin called Vice Chairman Edith Atkins to the 
chair. 


McMeekin spoke on the motion. He stated that two- 
thirds of the taxes of the county came from the Con- 
necticut Valley area, and that the population of the 
Pemigewasset and the Connecticut Valley areas are 
about the same. He cited that the new dam at Littleton 
would bring in more valuation, but that Littleton would 
pay a larger county tax. 
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He spoke on the tax structure of each town in the 
county and what each pays. He stated that Mr. Ruther- 
ford, Agricultural Agent, felt that the location should 
be in Haverhill, due to the fact that the Connecticut 
Valley has more cattle and does more agricultural busi- 
ness. 


McMeekin stated that we adopt the first floor plan of 
Hudson & Ingram as a one-story building to be built 
behind the present Woodsville Court House and con- 
nect the buildings with a hallway, buy the land in back 
of the Woodsville Courthouse for parking. This build- 
ing would take care of the County offices, then added 
space would be given to the Farm Bureau, remodel the 
present Court room, go to Plymouth and repair as de- 
sired by. the Lawyers and Judges of the State. 


He stated that he put a bill in the General Court to 
test the sentiment of the people as to the terms of 
court in the County. He also stated that a new court- 
house would increase the tax burden to 16144% on a 
new building and 614% increase for repairs to the pres- 
ent buildings. 

McMeekin in the Chair. 


Jones spoke on the motion. He stated that if a new 
courthouse was built, the General Court would change 
the terms of court, and does feel that Agriculture is not 
so important, in arriving at a decision. 

Jones of Lebanon moved and seconded by Carr of 
Orford that the pending motion before us, be laid on 
the table temporarily. Motion carried. 

Griffin of Lincoln stated, having listened to the argu- 
ments for and against, that he was definitely in favor 
of a new building, and definitely opposed to spending 
money on the old buildings. 

Carr of Orford stated that the Town of Orford would 
grade the land and take care of the water and sewerage. 

Plumer of Bristol compared the cost of the new court 
house to the cost of the new school building built in 
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Bristol, the school was 10% larger than the proposed 
building and the cost of the school building was 
$188,000. 

Stockwell of Holderness spoke. 


Longchamps of Littleton stated that the new dam at 
Littleton would increase the valuation twice as much 
as Lebanon and Hanover. 


Fuller stated that the comparison of a school building 
to a courthouse is not the same thing and the costs 
would vary considerably. 

Longchamps of Littleton stated he was in favor of 
a new courthouse but not at the present time. 

Griffin of Lincoln spoke and stated that land dona- 
tions, sewerage and water facilities, should not play 
too important a part in our consideration of a new build- 
ing. He stated that the equipment would be around 
$28,000 and there would be allowances for furniture 
and equipment. 

Ashley of Dorchester opposed to a new court house 
on account of added taxes. 

Willey of Campton asked the Committee what the 
court’s opinion in the need of a new courthouse. Griffin 
stated that the Bar Association suggested the site as 
Orford or Haverhill, but the Judges do not suggest the 
location, they will come where it is built. 

Jones of Lebanon offered the resolution, seconded by 
Carr of Orford; Resolved, That Grafton County erect 
a new Court House including space for the Register of 
Deeds and Register of Probate and all other County 
Offices in the Town of Orford. Roll call recorded 31 
acainst and 15 for: 

Those voting No were as follows: Gingras, Chamber-

Jones of Lebanon offered the following resolution, 
seconded by Longchamps of Littleton; Resolved that 
the Convention vote to build a new Court House at 
Woodsville. Whittier amended the resolution by strik- 
ing out the words ‘‘Woodsville.” Discussion ensued. 

Whittier stated he was against a new court house if 
the cost was $500,000. 

Perley of Lebanon stated that the repairs are more 
needed than a new building. 


Gingras of Ashland spoke on the resolution. 


Mrs. Atkins of Hanover spoke and stated it was a 
poor investment to spend $200,000 and she amended 
the resolution by setting the top figure at $375,000. 

Resolution as amended: Resolved that the Conven- 
tion vote to build a new court house by setting top 
figures at $375,000. 

Roll call and result of the vote: No—32 Yes—14 

Those voting No were as follows: Gingras, Chamber-

Longchamps of Littleton said that he had talked with 
many people since last meeting and consensus of opin- 
ion was that we should not spend a half million of dol- 
lars at this time for new buildings, but should repair 
old buildings. Plymouth needs repairs badly, Woods- 
ville good court house if repaired. 

Plumer of Bristol wanted to know what would be 
anticipated as necessary repairs on old buildings, and 
how much repairs would cost compared to cost of new 
building. 

Griffin of Lincoln, chairman of building committee, 
reported that the repairs on Plymouth Court House 
would cost approximately $25,000 and Woodsville about 
$125,000. He also stated that the revised figures of new 
building were $380,000 plus land, landscaping, etc. Also 
stated that the proposed new court house was a little 
large and thought it could be cut down so that new cost 
to the taxpayers would probably be $300,000. He said 
that we should have new and adequate facilities and 
that maintaining three court houses is expensive. 
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He stated that he had spent five hours this day with 
representatives of a microfilm company examining 
their exhibit and learning how much vault space could 
be saved by having county records microfilmed. A very 
comparatively small space would be needed to take care 
of all records for many years. This service could be 
acquired in one of three ways—namely by purchase, or 
lease, or service charge. Cost of equipment would be 
about $4,000.00. Leasing equipment would cost $150.00 
per month or $1,800 a year. 

Chamberlin of Bath suggested that microfilming be 
looked into very thoroughly. 

Mrs. Atkins then inquired about repairs of old build- 
ings with reference to inadequate facilities. 

Mr. Griffin stated that repairs could be made which 
would take care of 90% of the needs and would be ade- 
quate for another generation. 

Mr. Jones of Lebanon said that the judges had told 
him that Plymouth would not be used any more until 
new judges’ chamber should be added. 


Mr. Griffin then stated that microfilming would re- 
quire so much less space that repairs would not be as 
expensive as previously anticipated. 

Mr. Willey of Campton moved that the building com- 
mittee. consider what is needed at Plymouth and are 
hereby authorized to see that such repairs and alter- 
ations are made at a cost not to exceed $20,000, and 
that space be properly assigned to the Town of Plym- 
outh, in the basement, to be made at Plymouth expense 
for the use of the police. 

This motion was seconded by Gardner of Littleton. 
The motion was lost. Then the motion was amended to 
cut out reference to the Plymouth Police Dept. and to 
change the sum of $20,000 to $2,500. 

Motion as amended passed: Yes—26; No—14. 

Whittier of Bethlehem then moved to instruct the 
building committee to obtain cost of microfilm system 
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for deed, probate and/or superior court records and 
report back to the delegation. 

This motion was seconded by Ashley of Dorchester.

An amendment to Mr. Whittier’s motion was offered 
by Mr. Fred Jones of Lebanon, that the committee be 
instructed to contract for the microfilm system at a 
cost not to exceed $27,000.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Grafton County 
herewith present the annual report of the Commission- 
ers, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of the County 
Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Chaplain, 
Physician and County Extension Service. 


As of December 31, 1954, the County has a cash 
balance of $57,591.32 and bills receivable of $3,256.32, 
making total assets of $60,847.64. There are no out- 
standing notes or bonds. 


The general condition of the County Farm and build- 
ings is good; improvements and repairs being made as 
needed. We have continued our policy of repainting 
some of the interior of the institution each year. 


The dairy herd, under the capable supervision of our 
herdsman, Orman Thayer, continues to be a source of 
credit to the County. This year we installed a new 
stanchion line on one side of the tie-up and painted the 
whole interior. The work was done entirely by House 
of Correction labor. For further information relative 
to the farm, we would refer you to the Superintendent’s 
report. 


With the exception of Old Age Assistance, there was 
some increase in all categories of relief. The Commis- 
sioners would recommend an increase in appropriation 
for board and care of children this coming year. 


Through the efforts of our two investigators, the 
county has been reimbursed $4,488.59 on relief cases. 


We wish to express our appreciation to our staff of 
employees, the County Delegation, the various county 
and town officials and the State Welfare Department 
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for their friendly assistance with the work of the 
County.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND 
TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of 
the Superior Court during the periods under review 
were examined and compared with corresponding en- 
tries in the Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were also examined and the classification 
of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance 
as of December 31, 1953, is shown in Exhibit N. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Grafton County were examined. Court re- 
ceipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, and 
found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by 
the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and pay- 
rolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were 
properly accounted for by the Superintendent through 
deposits to the credit of the County Treasurer’s ac- 
count in the Woodsville National Bank. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of 
the County Institutions for the years 1952 and 1953 
are presented in Exhibits G and O, respectively.

GENERAL COMMENTS 


Application of Chapter 72—Laws of 1951: 


Section 1 of Chapter 73, Laws of 1951, relative to 
County appropriations and expenditures, reads as 
follows: 


“1. APPROPRIATIONS. Amend chapter 44 of the 
Revised Laws as amended by chapter 142 of the 
Laws of 1947, by inserting after section 7 the fol- 
lowing new sections: 7-a. EXCEEDING APPRO- 
PRIATIONS. No county commissioner shall pay, or 
agree to pay, or incur any liability for the payment 
of, any sum of money for which the county con- 
vention has made no appropriation, or in excess of 
any appropriation so made except for the payment 
of judgments rendered against the county. In the 
case of an emergency, however, county commis- 
sioners may apply to the executive committee, 
which, after a public hearing, may grant to the 
county commissioners authority in writing to make 
such emergency payment. Whenever it appears 
that the amount appropriated for a specific purpose 
will not be used in whole or part for such purpose, 
the county commissioners may use such sum to 
augment other appropriations, if necessary, pro- 
vided the total payments for all purposes do not 
exceed the total sum of appropriations in any year 
made by the county convention.” 


As indicated by Exhibit D, County expenditures in 
1952 in comparison to budgetary appropriations were 
as follows: 


Overdrafts of Appropria- 
tions : $27,169.92 
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Unexpended Balances of 
Appropriations 17,467.77 


Net Overdrafts of 
Appropriations $ 9,702.15 


It is therefore noted that County expenditures in 
1952 exceeded budgetary appropriations by $9,702.15. 
We did not find that application was made to the execu- 
tive committee of the Legislative Delegation or written 
authority granted by this committee to exceed appro- 
priations as required by the provisions of this law.

In the year of 1954 our farm operation continued 
with very little change. Our crops were very large but 
hard to harvest due to the wet weather throughout the 
summer. A new silo was erected on the south end of 
the barn to replace the one taken down on the north end. 
Two of our silos were filled with grass and green oats 
and the other two with corn, making us a total of about 
eight hundred tons. 

The hay crop was very large as we baled two hun- 
dred and forty-three tons of first cutting and one hun- 
dred and forty of second. Thanks to the New Hamp- 
shire National Guard for helping move the equipment 
to the island due to the continued high water. 
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The herd has continued to improve in appearance and 
production. The fair premiums exceeded six hundred 
dollars, with many blue and purple ribbons. Production 
increased over 19538, 81.3 milkers averaged 11,109 
pounds of milk with a 3.81 plus test making a total of 
424 pounds of fat. We consigned two heifers to the 
Strafford County Sale at Durham and two to the New 
England Sale at Northampton with satisfactory re- 
sults, the top being a four-year-old which brought eight 
hundred and twenty dollars. 

A young sire has been purchased from Shaws Ridge 
Farm at Sanford, Maine, a Crete Tidy son out of a 
Golden Tidy daughter, with a three-year-two-months 
record of six hundred six fat on a two time milking 
and a four point three test and is a promising young 
animal. 

We completed putting comfort stalls in the main 
stable and are looking forward to a much needed milk 
room this coming year. 

There has been little change in our working staff in 
the institution. Dr. McKinlay took Dr. Campbell’s place 
during his illness. We were very fortunate to have him, 
but glad Dr. Campbell is able to resume his duties. 

A movie projector was purchased which adds to the 
entertainment of the residents. Mrs. Agnes Leonard 
gave a radio to the women which, we are sure, few 
people realize how much they enjoy. Several feather 
beds were given to the institution which were much 
appreciated. 

There has been quite a lot of painting done, which 
we hope to continue this coming year. 

About one hundred and fifty attended the Christmas 
Party which was a memorable event as usual, with 
Santa Claus, trees and gifts. We appreciate the interest 
of outside people shown by their attendance and gifts 
sent in. We wish to thank Mrs. Blaisdell who sent 
favors at Thanksgiving time, the W. C. T. U. and 
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Philathea group of Lebanon, Girl Scouts of Bradford, 
and the Ladies of the Baptist Church of Campton for 
Christmas gifts, Mr. Andrews for fruit at New Year’s 
and Mr. Vigent for candy. Carol singing by Bradford 
Scouts, North Haverhill young people, Lions Club and 
a group from the Woodsville Methodist Church was 
much enjoyed by all our people. 

Rev. and Mrs. Robbins have held services every other 
Sunday and a group from Groton came alternate Sun- 
days with a song and worship service. Several from 
Lisbon came once a month with Rev. Hanssmann. The 
Catholics have been cared for by Father Boulay and 
his assistant. Rev. and Mrs. Cole also called and con- 
ducted a service for our one Episcopalian. We welcome 
all of these and appreciate their efforts in bringing help 
and guidance to everyone. 

It has been a pleasure to work with our Commission- 
ers, Doctors, Chaplains, and especially appreciate the 
cooperation of our staff, without which we could ac- 
complish nothing.

My report for the past year of services rendered at 
the County Farm differs but little from that of the 
year before. Once again my wife and I have conducted 
worship services on alternate Sundays with attendance 
about the same at last year. The patients like to sing 
and we have encouraged that aspect of worship. I have 
officiated at the Communion Service at Easter time and 
in the early fall. Once again about twenty-five young- 
sters sang Christmas carols in the corridors and the 
vestibule of the jail. I have had conferences with two 
inmates and Mrs. Robbins and I visit occasionally in 
the rooms. I believe that the varied forms of service 
have definite value and are sincerely appreciated by 
those having a share in them. Mr. and Mrs. Aldrich 
have been most helpful and cooperative in every way, 
which is also true of members of the staff.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN 


To the Grafton County Commissioners: 
I hereby submit my report for the year 1954. 


There has been added to the equipment of the hos- 
pital, a patient-lift. With this it is possible for one 
person to lift a patient, who is unable to help himself, 
from bed to chair. This is a great asset to the disabled 
patient as well as to personnel. 

Statistically, there have been fewer patient days this 
year. This has been true in nearby general hospitals, 
and is due to a period of low hospitalization in late sum- 
mer and autumn. No significance is placed in this 
phenomenon. 

Below is a break-down, into categories of financial 
responsibility, of admitted patients: 


As of Jan. 1, 1955

As shown, County patients are about 40% of the 
total admissions. I believe this is a considerable reduc- 
tion from previous years, reflecting the socio-economic 
changes in general. 

There were 14 deaths, all above the fifth decade, and 
3 in the tenth decade. This is an indication of the age 
groups most commonly hospitalized here, and the 
tremendous amount of nursing care required. 

Hospital employee changes have been few, but the 
nursing shortage becomes constantly more acute. I am 
very grateful for the conscientious work of the em- 
ployees, and the excellent co-operation of Mrs. Giles 
and Supt. and Mrs. Aldrich. 
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During my enforced absence from duty, the work, 
carried on by the Associate Physicians, was excellent. 
Dr. L. E. McKinlay and Dr. C. D. Eastman have the 
gratitude of the patients, and the admiration of all 
concerned. 

I wish to thank the Commissioners for their con- 
tinued interest and co-operation in keeping the hos- 
pital an efficient institution.

County Extension Work in Agriculture, Home Eco- 
nomics and 4-H Club Work for Year Ending December 
31, 1954. 


Herein is submitted a statement of expenditures of 
the Legislative Appropriation of $15,465.00, plus De- 
cember 31st Balance of $5,404.60, and Insurance of 
$3,000.00 for Grafton County Extension Work in co- 
operation with the University of New Hampshire and 
the United States Department of Agriculture. 


Extension Service equipment, furniture, supplies and 
records were destroyed January 13th, 1954 in the Odd 
Fellows Block fire. County Commissioners provided 
temporary office space in the Woodsville Court House 
until the middle of September. The office is now located 
in the block on Central Street, purchased and remodeled 
by the Odd Fellows. 


With $5,404.60 as balance on January 1, 1954, plus 
$3,000.00 received from insurance it was possible to 
purchase new equipment and furniture without asking 
for an emergency appropriation. The new equipment 
and furniture cost $8,356.48. 


Without a full staff for part of the year, less office 
rent to pay and several other avenues of saving it made 
it possible to operate on about $1,200.00 less than was 
anticipated. 


The fire did upset the whole program for several 
months but by mid-summer the service had been quite 
well re-established. Records that were destroyed will 
be missed for quite a few years. Beginning of 1955 we 
do have a full staff and it appears that some of the work 
that should have been done in 1954 can be accomplished 
this year.
